When we decided to place some 
huge LEGO bricks outside our Wrexham 
offices there was only one man to ask to 
do the job. Geoff Capes - who else? 

Geof holds world records for brick 
lifting, throwing, and comying, so he was 
just right to put our huge bricks into place. 

Each giant replica 8 stud brick 
measures 3.2 metres long and weighs 300 
kilos, The bricks were made in Denmark 
using glass fibre so they would be strong 
yet light enough to move around. 

These bricks are now firmly bolted 
down outside LEGO’s Wrexham H@ to 
make sure no one misses the LEGO site.
